• judge ofrurnc on child wok 

j Judge McCllntlc’a charge to the 
' Federal Court Is always good reading, 
j Hie observations to the |ury now sit¬ 
ting on child labor are sound and Im¬ 
portant Just at this time when our 
legislature is eooo to consider the 
matter of a constitutional amend 
ment. which will allow the Federal 
Government to control the employ¬ 
ment of children. 

Child Idleness and not child labor 
le the cause of Juvenile delinquency 
Judge George W. McCHntlc declared 
yesterday morning In his charge lo 
the special grand Jury called to In 
veetlgate liquor, narcotic and postal 
law violations. 

The federal Judge sxpresaed a hope 
that the West Virginia legislature 
will reject the chlldiabor amendment 
Lu speaking of liquor Jaw violations 
Judge McCHntlc declared that mem¬ 
bers of the legislature are expected 
to repeat the Volstead law as well 
as the i ubllc In general. 

Idleness among children results In 
more law violations than employment 
for them, the Judge said In declaring 
that reformers who speak of the 
"horrors" of child labor Ignore the 
greater horror of child Idleness 

"Child labor might ruin Its tens or 
hundreds physically.” he said "Child 
Ulenees ruins phntcallj and morally 
Its thousands and tens of thousands ’ 
"I hope that the legislature of 
West Virginia In considering tills 
imendmei t wllj not be guided by 
leutlment but shall be guide*! by 
lent* and experience. 1 hope the 
eglslature will reject this an end- 
ment, 

“During the three years ardslx 
months 1 have been on this bench 
between 250 300 boys and glrla In 
their teena have been brought Into 
th&a court for crimes which were the 
product of Idleness and the lack of 
eare of their patents. 

"Honest but misguided people are 
lacking up this suggestion of labor 
unions and others They don’t see 
Ghe horror of idleness They are not 
In position to see how Idleness wrecks 
the precious lives of their children 
Their misguided energies get them 
Into crimes. Immorality" Is a pro 
duct of Idleness 

.."You will have before you at least 
•lx cases where boya under 18 years 
Jd have stolen' from box cars, from 
Rie United States malls or have 
Stolen automobiles. These cases re 
«ult from misguided energies Some 
times their fathers come to me and 
isy that they cannot do anything 
with their loy, and that ha Is too 
young to work. A boy admitted Ms 
crimes and said that he could not 
let work and drifted Into stealing. 
He asked to he sent to an Institution 
where he could learn a trade. 

“A miner who has two boys cun* 
to me and said that he could not take 
care of his boys He could n t take 
them to work with him apd they 
were drifting Into crime from Idle 
ness 

To make the age limit for work 
higher, would Increase Juvenile 
crimes. 

“Delinquency In boys and girls 
usually results from three things— 
lick of attention on the part of the 
parents, Idleness and lack of employ¬ 
ment. 

“Any labor Is dlgnltie djand Lon »st, 
and children should be trained to see 
this. Labor keeps the bidy, mind 


I and conscience In a healthy coodltion 
! developing the physical, menial and 
; moral being. It U idleness teat is 
destructive, not labor. 

"What a child Is taught during the 
early years will influence his whole 
life. If le Is brought np to the be 
lief that work la sensible and proper 
be will always feel II. 

'The Kaoawne county Juvenile 
court bandies many cases which are 
the result of Idleness and the Indlffer 
soot of parents. A mao whoee prop¬ 
erty Is valued at 950,000 had his twe 
ixu, 14 and 15 years old, sent l* 
the reform school He said be enn'o 
do nothing with them. He was busy 
accumulating mousy and was letting 
hie boys go straight to bell. Many 
parent* are like test. 

“They want the schools or the gov¬ 
ernment to raise their children. Il 
le not the duty of the school teachei 
to raise tte children. _ This duty lies 
Sj home. 1 '
